cite the throng of on lookers. The police 
took ti.-eir place, and it is owing to this 
chariot.- that more than the following af- 
fair is not recorded. The stoning of the 
Pinkc rton men was continued Sunday up 
tonocn. with no serious results. About 
1 o'clock James Hatton, of New York, a 
Pink* rton man, was patrolling the tracks 
in th(- vicinity of Van Woert street. He 
claim * to have been struck with a stone 
iu the chest, while his companion who 
was on duty at that point was knocked 
down ;md severely hurt by a gang of 
roug: •. Then lie fired his revolver into 
tbe c:!•••<!. the ball striking a small boy 
aged i"i years, named Kiclmnl Dwyer.

thigh. TLe train went right on. Mrs. 
Hogan was carried to her apartments, 
where ihe ball was extracted, and the 
physic^m sajs she will recover. After 
this inrident Robert Pinkertou, who had 
chartie 11 his forces here in person, called 
on Cli ,-f Willnrd. He said his men had 
been K—aiilted continually, and the fire- 
arms b ;•! bfei) put in their possession only 
that tl i-y might ba used when necessary 
in self ili-fetise and in the work of protecb- 
ing thr company's property, which task 
had been allotted to him. 


Would Stand by His Men. 


He declared bis readiness to turn overto 


the police any of his men who had com- 
mitted a crime, and promised to investi- 
gate the shooting of Mrs. Hogau. He was 
sorry innocent parties had suffered, and 
added that it generally happened that 
way. Still he would stand by his men, 
against the wuu'on attacks of tlie roughs. 
Chief Willard expressed tha belief that if 
the Pinkerton men 
had 
never been 


brought here the local police would have 
been abundantly able to cope with the 
situation. As it is he fears there will be 
further trouble if these men stay here, 
and says that in that event the local 
authorities could not be held responsible, 
as he had repeatedly informed Superinten- 
dent Bissell that the company's property 
would be well guarded by his own men if 
DO other forces were brought heie to la- 
flame the passions of the sympathizers of 
the strikers. 


The Third Victim. 


While •• IIP two chiefs were talking the 


third victim was brought into the station 
house. He was Frank Parks, aged 18, 
and had been shot in the right arm above 
the elbow by one of the Pinkerton men 
on a freight train which passed through 
at 4 o'clock. This assailant escaped, the 
train continuing on its way. The boy 
claims to have been sitting on a post 
near a canal boat lying in the Little 
Basin, on which he is au employ. A Pink- 
erton man who fired into the crowd at 
the Van Woert street crossing was pur- 
sued up the tracks to West Albany by 
Officer Dunn and captured. The officer 
brought his prisoner back to the city by 
train, on the understanding that the en- 
gineer would stop and let them off near 
the station house. The train was not 
stopped, but 
continued 
on over the 


bridge to East Albany, where a crowd of 
Pinkerton men rescued the prisoner and 
bandied the officer roughly. Capt. Dav- 
idson arrested a boy who was in the act 
of stoning a train and later was arrested 
for tbe same offense. 


SITUATION AT NEW YORK. 


President Webb Receives the Executive 


Committee. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The executive 


committee of the Knighta of Labor, who 
have been in session now and then at the 
St. Clond Hotel since Friday coon last, 
finished their deliberations and presented 
the result of their consideration of the 
strike on the New York Central railroad 
to Third Vic« President Webb Monday 
morning. 
The executive board, which 


•consists of Messrs. Powderly, Secretary 
Hayec and J. J. Holland were joined early 
in the morning by Mr. A. W. Wright,who 
had just arrived from Albany. The four 
gentlemen left the hotel together «t about 
£ o'clock and held a conference with some 


of the local labor leaders in another part 
of the city. The result of this conference 
was that at about, 10:.'tO o'clock Messrs. 
Holland and Wright pres'nted 
them- 


selves at the office of Mr. Webb in the 
Grand Central depot. Mr. Holland sent 
in his card, and he and Mr. Wright were 
at once invited into Mr. Webb's private 
office. After Mr. Wright bad been for- 
mally introduced to Mr. Webb, Mr. Hol- 
land said; 


Call nn Mr. Webb. 


"Mr. Webb, this communication, which 


I hand to you" (at the snine time handing 
Mr. Webb a laryo envelope filled with 
bulky manuscript) "contains the result of 
the deliberations of the executive board of 
the Knights of Labor anent the strike on 
your road. I wish you would read it care- 
fully and let us know what you think of 
it as soon as you can." 


Mr. Webb replied as follows: "Gentle- 


men, I shall read your communication 
carefully, and reply to it just as soon as I 
have finished reading it. I shall probably 
have my answer ready by 1 o'clock, after 
which I shall forward it to you." 


Messrs. Holland aud Wright bade Mr. 


Webb good-day and left the office. 
There 


is no material change, in the affairs of the 
Central road. Both passenger aud freight 
trains are being dispatched as usual. 


Mr. Powrterly left this city for Buffalo 


late at night. He was accompanied by 
Secretary Hayes. The remaining mem- 
bers -of the executive board led people 
astray 
by 
indorsing the 
impression 


through their silence that Mr. Powderly 
was still in town and nothing to the con- 
trary could be learned at the St. Cloud 
hotel, 
where Mr. Powderly had been 


stopping. It was only at 1 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon that Mr. Holland vouch- 
safed the information that 
Mr. Pow- 


derly was gone.

men?" 


"Oh, 
yes," replied Mr. Sargent, "perfect 


harmony." Mr. Sargent declined to an- 
swer a question as to the probability of 
members of tho brotherhood represented 
in the conference being called out. He 
then returned to tlie conference, which is 
still in session. 


Mr. Sargent also said that he may de- 


cide to call together all the members of 
the supreme council in New York, but 
declined to say whether the strike would 
be taken out of the hands of the Knights 
of Labor.

SEDALIA, Mo., Au«. ia—The rock cut 


on the Missouri Pacific railroad, half a 
mile west of the bridge over the Lamine 
river, tbe scene of the robbery of a train 
July?, 1870, by the combined James and 
Younger gangs, was curly Sunday morn- 
ing again made the stopping place of a 
passenger 
train 
while 
highwaymen 


cleaned out the safe of the express com- 
pany. The train that was held up was a 
west-bound passenger, in charge of Con- 
ductor Al M«rsh,dne at Sedalia at 8:15 
a. m. The train stopped o,t the Otter- 
ville water tank on tiie Lamide ri<rer and 
had just got under way again when En- 
gineer Frank Greyer and Fireman Tou- 
reille were surprised to find themselves 
gazing into tho barrels of revolvers in the 
hands of two men. Thy intruders warned 
them to keep quiet and obey orders, say- 
ing no harm would be done them. In 
obedience to the uu-n's demand the en- 
gineer ran the train i i near tho rock cut 
and then brought it to » standstill. 


Fuuml tli<- tul'e Ot>tm. 


The strangers then ordered the en. 


gineer and fireman to lead the way to the 
express car, which tlu'V did. Arriving at 
the car, which was in charge of Messenger 
S. H. Avery, the robbers were joined by 
three others, all of whom wore masks. 
The leader told the engineer to ask the 
messenger to open the door and not give 
mi alarm or he would blow bis head off. 
At Greyer's signal Avery opened the door 
and was quickly covered with guns. The 
robbers then entered the car and took 
from the safe, which was open, and from 
a table, all the money packages. When 
the train was stopped Conductor Marsh 
went forward to find out the reason and 
was covered by one of the robbers, who 
ordered him back to the car. Mr. Marsh 
went back. Tbe robbers did not attempt 
to search the express matter or to molest 
the passengers. After securing the money 
packages they left quietly and the train 
rolled on, having been stopped about 
seven minutes. 


In I'lirsnit of tlie Roblierfl. 


The robbery was reported to the rail- 


road officials here anil a posse was organ- 
ized immediately ami placed under com- 
mand of Detective Uel.ong of the railway 
force. The posse left here at 4:80 o'clock 
a. m. on u special train for Otterville. 
On arriving at that pUice they first made 
u search of the tracks. It was quite evi- 
dent that only five men were engaged in 
the robbery, two 
liHving boarded the 


train at California and their accomplices 
remaining at the tank. The amount oi 
money secured from tiie express company 
was at first reported at, £'JO,OOU. Later Su- 
perintendent Fuller wired tbe officials 
that the amount was much less. Some 
say it will not exceed ,*ao,000. 


A Suspect Arrested. 


A man was arrested this afternoon at 


Madison, a small station on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas road, about ninety 
miles from the scene of the robbery, who 
answers the description of the small man. 
Prom the Otterville tank it is about ten 
miles to Clifton, a station on the Missouri, 
Kansas aud Texas road, and there he 
could have caught a train that would 
have reached Madison about 3 o'clock. 
The man arrested says that he can prove 
an alibi by going to Moberly. 


Population or the United States. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Aug. 18.—The count 


of the population of the United States 
was practically completed Saturday by 
the census office. 
Of the 48,000 odd enu- 


meration districts into which the country 
was divided the returns from all but 
about 
l,iOO have 
been 
received aud 


counted. As fast as the returns are re 
ceived from the districts still out thej 
will be counted and added to the total. 
The result of the count as at present com- 
pleted shows a population of o2,C95,955, 
and when the entire count is finished the 
population of the country will be, as Mr. 
Porter estimates, about 04,000,000. This 
will be an increase during the past decade 
of about 80 per cent, which ia about equal 
to the percentage of increase of the period 
from 1870 to 1880. 


Married Women Excluded. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 18.—A resolu 


tion was recently introduced iu the board 
of education excluding married women 
from, teaching in the public schools of 
Cincinnati. There promises to be an in- 
teresting contest over the matter, and 
both sides of the controversy have chain- 
pioiia. A movement naa been on foot foi 
ten years to prohibit married women from 
occupying teachers' positions, but hat 
never taken definite shape until now. It 
is said a majority of the board of educa- 
tion, backed up by the superintendent ol 
schools, is for the resolution. The qucs 
tion will be settled before the opening oi 
schools in September, probably at a meet- 
ing of the board Tuesday night.

The funeral 
services will Lie conducted Tuesday after- 
noon in the old mission church, in which 
she worshipped with her sister Indians 
year ago.

The widening, 
he thought, did not help the matter.
